Paul ſpeaking of Gods blinding,and 
retecting ofthe Jewes, and recetut 
ofthe Gentiles to mercy,p2onounc 
that al thinges ate ol him, by him 
and into him J Jeremy repꝛouing the 
furious madnes of them, that denyed 
Gods pꝛouidence in his time. maketh 
this demaunde, with a ſtomache.

and God commaunded it not: Chat 
is to ſape, oꝛdained it not The 
ſame Jeremp when the king of Ba⸗ 
bylon purpoſed to inuade the Moa⸗ 
bits, and being nowe in his tourney, 
chaunged his purpoſe , and came a- 
gainſte Jeruſalem, cryeth out, J 
know Lozde, that mang wape is 
not his obne, neptheris it of man 
to gouerne , and to directe His owne 
ſteppes. 

And therefozꝛc Solomon ſayeth 
alſo, that mans ſteppes are guyded

Citrus, from the Eaſt, to beatedowne 
Babilon, and to conguer manpe nats 
ons, to the confuſton of all Epicures 
babling bande, aſketh this queſtion:

And aunſwereth therto him 
ſelle: Jehoua the fyzſt and with the 
taſt,anthu, Þ am he. And in the xlv. 
Chapter, I the Loꝛd, and there is no 
moꝛe, framyng light, a cauſing darke»

that nothing tommeth fo paſſe by 
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that is, warre, J Jehoua do altheſe 
thinges, Bꝛie lly al the places of the 
Ccripture that teache that God is the 
judge and Gouernour of the wozlde, 
teach that al things come to paſſe by 
his will and ozdfnaunce . But this 
trueth hath had aduerſarieg in alas 
ges. Foꝛ to go no higher, S. Yierome 
though he haue fome ſentences , that 
ſeeme ts make with bs, pet he hath 
one ſentence that puttith mee out of 
doubte, that hee halted and went tao 
much awꝛpe in this matter.Foz wats 
ting vpon one ol the Pꝛophetes, he 
ſaith in mockage, tyat ſome are ſo 
ſtraigbt mainteiners of Gods pꝛoui⸗ 
dente, that they allirme that god kno⸗ 
weth howe manp flies & gnats there 
bee in the wozld, whiche hee thinketh 
to be foo baſe a inatter toꝛ God to bee 
occupied in. But how vntrue this ig, 
pou know that haue heard the Loꝛde 
Jeſus, who is in Gods boſome, and 
knoweth al his ſecretes, aftirme. that 
the hatres of our heades are nũbꝛed. 
D lit. and 
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und that there falleth not a litle ſpars 

rowe vppon the earth beſide the wyl 
and ozdinance of our heauẽly father. 
Heede maye pou thinke, that God 

noweth flies and gnats, and little 
ſparrowes with irckſome tediouſe- 
neſſe, which is found in man, becauſe 
of his wealineſſe. And therfoꝛe when 
the pꝛophet Elap ſpcaketh of Gods 
pꝛouidente, howe hee bzought foozth 
the army ok heauen, that is to ſaye, 
the ſtarres, and called euerye one by 
name, ſaith thus: Why ſaiſt thou Jas 
cob, my way is hidden from Jehoua, 
and mp judgement (hal paſſe from 
my god, that is to ſay, gods oꝛdinante 
extendeth not to ime - Doeſt thou not 
finowe, that the eternal God Jehos 
ua, who made the vttermoſt partes 
ofthe earth, is not weary, noz feeleth 
tediouſneſſe, oꝛ payne, and that his 
pg cannot bee ſearched 

duk: 

By theſe woꝛdes Hieromes feare, 
that God chold be ouermuch 8 
vu 
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iy buſted with lo lmal thinges, is pꝛo⸗ 
ued fond, and ſuperfluous. 

Well, ſuche aduerſaries the trueth 
had then. Howobeit it had allo ag ſtrõg 
matnteiners. 

Foz Saincte Juguſtine in the 
ſame time gloziouſlye , and inuin⸗ 
cibly defended it, and to this daye 
bee rapgneth in if,as a mighty con- 
queroure of soll them, that dare 
bille againſt if. The laterſchoolemen 
thoughte not altogether amiſſe of 
this matter. Fo2 they ſaye,that all 
thinges come neceſſarily to paſſe, not 
by the neceſſity ol naturall cauſes,but 
by the neceſſitye of Gods o2dinaunce, 
which they cal neceſſitarem conſequen- 


ti. Some Sophiſters, that folowed - 


afterwarde,delighting themſelues in 
choplogike , and in bzawles , and 
baine ſubtilties, laboꝛed on the other 
ſide to impugne the trueth heereof. 
And in our time the Popes peere of 


baſtard dinines,Eckius,* Pigghtus | 
haue taken the ſame 245 2 


l. And 
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Aud not only Papiſis are buſie heres 


in, but alſo ſome pꝛokeſſoꝛs oftrue res 
ugion, either becauſe they be pꝛepoſte· 


roullp feareful!, oz bicauſe they haue 


wanton idle wits. Jn this latter oꝛ⸗ 
der J couinpte the harriehardharti⸗ 
ans in England. In the number ol 
the lirſt, J put Philip Melancthon, 
who in the beginning, was verp ear⸗ 
neſt and kree: but afterward when he 
ſawe the peruerũitie of the raging 
woꝛld, being a man naturally fearful, 
he began to giue place, and to beare 
with the Papiſts in moꝛe things tha 
this. Howebeit J thinke ſurciy that 
hee relented not altogether of fcare, 
but partly to winn the weake, whoſe 
tẽder pong ſtomacks could not brook 
ſo hard meate at the firſt, Foz he is 
a right godlye man, and ſtudious to 
pzomote lincere doctrine by all meas 
neg. Melanchthon then ſtandeth not 
plainely with vs, neither ſtandeth he 
d gainſt vs. Fo: if pee marke 

$ waltings thzoughly, hee _— 
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'neth and beateth downe onelp this, 


that GOD is the Authour ofſinne, 
wherein no man diſſenterh from him 
ſaue p mad Manichees tn olde time, 
and in our time men like to them, the 
loſt Libertines. J thinke well, that 
there be ſome other good men. whiche 
to auoyde the offence of vnlearned 
tender earcs,forbeare to ſpeke plain- 
ly, what they thinke in this matter. 
But Juinglius and Decolampadiug, 
two lights of the woꝛlde, Martinug 
Lutherus, and Martinus Bucerus, 
men of incomparable knowledge and 
learning, Petrus Matrtir, # Johans 
nes Caluinus, cf which two, the firff 
in ſund2y ſciences, and in pꝛeſent rea⸗ 
dineſſe and liuelineſſe of witte eccel- 
leth all the men that we know in Eu⸗ 
rope, the other in eloquente, in hands 
ſome handling, and vnderſtanding of 
the ſcripture, is a miracle to all men, 
euen tothe verypapiſts. Al theſe by 
whom od hath moſt woonderfully 
renued hig truth in this latter tyme

haue expꝛellp, plainly, fully. æ ſtrong⸗ 
Ip not onely affy2med, but alſo with 
molt pithy and ſound reaſons confp2- 
med the thinges that J haue taught 
vou in this place, and at this pꝛeſente 
rehearſe vnto you.

Pigghius the papiſt, frameth the 
argument thus: Adam in ſinning, 
and the Jewes in pꝛocuring Chꝛiſtes 
death, did that God would, and had 
oꝛd ayned befoze to be done, ergo they 
were not to be puniſhed , Foz righte 
vnderſtgnding hereof, ye Challknow, 
that God and wicked men, will ſomes 
times one thing, but not after one 
maner.

But Adams will was fo ſinne, 
bycauſe he would be equail fo God,

The firſt ſay⸗ 
ing is very true, t aſcribeth no faulte 
to God. The ſetcond is very falſe,fo2 it 
altribeth the faulte of Adams fall to 
god: from which affirmation, J moſt 
earneſtly abhoz.

her kaultes, as J am farre from that 
frantike imagination, a dꝛũken dꝛeam 
ol diuelich men.

ture, fo; which God abhozreth the 
crefure, that is defiled therewifh, J 
graunte they meane ſo and teache do.

ſeing the vnlearned cannot make a 
diffexence and diſtinction ofnothing 
negatively, and nothing pziuately, 
no2 can well vnderſtand what pꝛiua⸗ 
tion is, though they be taughte, that 
darkeneſſe is the pꝛiuation of light, 
and death of life, our Ariſtarches hold 
leaue thoſe termes to ſchooles, and 
teache the people as the fruthts, and 
as they may eaſily vnderſtande, that 
ſinne is a qualitte repugnant and cõ⸗ 
frarytogods lawes. Fo2 they are 
better acquainted wyth this woꝛde 
qualitye, than with this woꝛd pꝛiua⸗ 
tion. And Logicians permitte, that 
pꝛiuaties ſhalbe referred to the ſame 
pedicament,that thoſe things be in 
whereunto theo are contrarpes.

VWherekoꝛʒe we may nat fozbeare fo 
ſpeake the trueth; becaule euil men 
can wꝛing thinges fo euil purpoſes. 
But now let vs come to the leſſõ, that 
theſe good ſcholemaiſterg haue giuen 
vou, whereby pee are taught to oners 
thꝛow ſhoztly, and without ſweate, 
whatſoeuer we can alleadge foz the 
maintenãce ok our ſentence, Foz when 
if is ſaide that it was gods will thaf 
Adam ſhould ſinne, you mult ſay, that 
Godluffered Adam to lin, lo foozth. 
But theſe ſufferers that tourne att 
gods doinges into ſuſtrings, pꝛeatyly 
{affer themſelues to be begiled, ik they 
weene, that many wil ſtraight waye 
beleeue them. Fol ſhal we ſay that 
Godſulfered p Jews fo coſpire Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes death, whe the bolp Shoſt ſayth, 
His Had fozeo2datned it? WHE Micha 
ſaith to Ahab, Lo the loꝛd hath giuen 
the ſpirite of lying into the mouth or 
al thy Pꝛophetes, is that bn 
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buf God hathſuffered thy Pꝛophets 
to lie? Whẽ god biddeth the lying ſpi⸗ 
rite to go. to deceiue Ahab, I trowe 
he doth moze,thanſuffer him to go, J 
ſap not this, as though this woꝛd ſufs 
fring might no: waye bee aſcribed to 
god, but J lap, that they areeuilſcole- 
maiſters, that teache you fo turne all 
gods doings intoluffrings i pet tech 
pou not in what ſenſe you (hall take 
the wozd ſuffring. Foꝛ ſuſtring is takẽ 
ſundꝛy wayes-We map ſuffer a thing 
with our will, and wee may luer a 
thing againſt our wil.“ He ſufkereth 
alſo a thing to be done, tyedleth 
not at al with the matter. And he ſul⸗ 
kreth a thing to be don, that is contẽt, 
and agreeth that it chalbee done 7 It 
they ſap, that God ſuffreth Adam to 
lin, as one that wold not medle in the 
matter, is platye ſacriiege , robbeth 
nn bonoz. If they wold ſigniſe 
in ſaping that god ſuffreth Adã to ſin, 
that he was net p pꝛaper woꝛzer i aus 
| ap oc his iin, but oꝛde ned adã 2 
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by Sathans pꝛoper wootking, # his 
owne fault,then they meane, as wee 
mean. And the their maruelous high 
teſlon ts vaniſhed into ſmoke. Howe 
to make an ende, thus J truſt you fee 
that J ſtand vnwounded, c vnhurte 
againſt theſe ſoze bloodpblowes. Ak 
any man thinke that J haue bin too 
quicke againſt Chem that be aducrſas 
ries in woꝛde g, a not in meantng,lef 
him conſidet. that J haue not had te⸗ 
ſpect to tem onelp, but alſo to the Pas 
piſtes, whiche earneſtly vſe the ſame 
weapons againſt vs. And further,be 
cauſe I trauel to maint ayne the glo⸗ 
xy ot my god, which ſhineth to the das 
ſeting of wicked mes eies in p whole 
gouernment of the woꝛld, thought 
goodto vie ſome quicknes and liueli⸗ 
nes of woꝛds. to awake the dulne s ol 
m hearers.

To the other end, he tempted 
king Dauid, and S. Peter, and mas 
ny other, not vtterly to deſtrop them, 
but to humble them, to teach them ko 
knowe. and ab hoꝛre their owne wic⸗ 
ke dneſſe, and fo feele moze certainly, 
his great goodneſlſe and mercy. Ind 
though God vſe this temptation to 
the p2ofit or his cholen,yet they ought 
topzay, that they map not tal into it. 
great goodneſſe, maketh our naughtt- 
neſſetoturne to his glozye, and our

to commit any thing, whereby * 
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But pou will lap, it he bee offended 
with thoſe our deedes, why bzyngeth-

With our deedes he is ſurely offen- 
ded, but hee is delighted with that. 
that hee bꝛyngeth to paſſe by them, 
namely with our humility, with our 
better knowledge o dur owne weak⸗ 
neſſe, and with our moze warye wal⸗ 
— alterwarde in due feare of bym, 
tẽ ptation, into which God bzin⸗ 
— hig clect,endurethbut a time. 

But hee bzingeth ſome into a per⸗ 
pefuall temptation , btterip geuing 
them vp to Sathan, and hardning 
them in wickednefle foz ever. + The 
godly doe not p2ap that they maynof 
be led into this temptation.

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no moze damned, that God can ceaſe 
to bee God, Fo? dohom hee hath once 
choſen,them he hath choſen foz euer. 
Neyther canne he repent him ot the 
thing, that he hath once purpoſed,noz 
change his purpoſe - Foz that” ſhoulde 
argue ſome —— in hym, 
which cannot be in the diuine nature. 
Wherekoꝛe the godly are out of daun⸗ 
ger and feare ofthis temptation. For 
they beleeue not onelie that God is 
their father, but chat he will euer bee 
their father. Foꝛ he is father to none, 
fauingto thoſe — hee inkalliblye 
coſe befoze the foundations of the 
woude were layde, whom in time he 
giueth to his ſonne to bee ſaved, and 
pꝛelerued foꝛ euer. Foz no man can 
kane them out ol his hande, and thoſe 
Mat come to him, he caſteth not out: 
e, lith no man, noz deuit can 

tale them out 'of his hande by fozce, |

ure ſafe , and fure fo2 euer. 
partſeth . 
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Fo2itſemeth vninſt, that God chuld 
lea de ſome into temptation, and har⸗ 
den them, and glue them vp loꝛ euer 
to linne, andyet puniſh them koꝛ their 
ſinnes. Meuertheleſle welap, that 
God leadeth into temptation, not on⸗ 
iy whereLp mẽs vertues are bꝛought 
to light, oꝛ their weakenecſſe vttred 
to their wealth, which hapneth to 
the choſen , but alto whereby they are 
hardned, a made flier in their wir⸗ 
kedneſle, and giuẽ vpto ſinne, which 
Hhappeneth tothe repꝛobate. And that 
this is ſo, the ſcripture teacheth plains 
iy, where we haue, that God hardned 
Pharaos harte, and gaue vp idola- 
28 to hamefull raging luſts, and 
where it is ſaide to the pꝛeacher of 
the goſpell: Go, and engroſle the 
hartes of this people, make dulthey2 
kares, ſtoppe thier eies, that they ſee 
not with their etes ac. Certapne 
waiters , bycauſe they cannot ſe how 
5 * be ms — _ * — 
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they ſay, ſuffer vs not to be ledde, and 
where God ſapeth. he hardened Pha⸗ 
rao, they ſaye, he (uffered him to be 
pardned. Ind ſo in teaching the holye 
Ghoſt, to ſpe abe, they think, that they 
haue auopded al abſurdity, and inton 
nenience. 
But ſo tndeeede they auoyd one itt- 
conuentence with another, vea with 
inconuenience they runne trom the 
| h. Other better learned ſaye,that 
od is greater then mans reaſon,ſo 
that it is no maruel, i wee cannot 
bis iudgementes ea 4 
ten times, the deuiſes of verye wyle 
men ſeeme vniuſt, and vnwile to vs 
at the beginning. and pet when we lee 
the iſlue, and end of them, we are com⸗ 
pelled to confeſſe, that thoſe thinges 
were righteoully doone, that we at 
the lirſt thought to be foliſh. So whe 
we ſhal enter into Gods ſanctuarie, 
and ſee God as he ts, we ſhal perceiue 
that he neuer did any thing bniuſtly, 
- 02 bnreaſonably, but that hee yu 
| ea 
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delte with al men atccoꝛding to thebf- 
termoſt pointe either ol equitie, 02 of 
mercie. All this is very truly ſpoken. 
YowbeifXJ ſee not, but that euen in 
this lite, wee may lee good and iuſt 
cauſes, that God ſhoulde harden the 
repzobate, and leade them into this 
balefull temptation . Foꝛ are not they 
woꝛthy to be hardned- And what vns 
righteouſneſle is it, to harden them 
.tyat are woꝛthy to be hardened ? Foz 

pou muſt vnderſtand , that when the 
Ccripture ſaifhe, that God Hardneth 
men, the meaning is not that they 
were ſoſte befoze , and that then God 
hardned them: foz when were they 
ſoft : But the meaning is, that God 
maketh them harder. And that is iu⸗ 
ſtly don. Foz their fozmer hardeneſſe 
deſerued to be made harder. In deed 
if they had bin ſoff befoze , and then 
bardned by God, there had bin ſome 
place left to a cõplaint. But ifgod pus 
vil — be degletp uche way moꝛe 
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This being conſidered ,. that the 
repꝛobate are neuer ſoft , but ener 
harde,as it is euidente, J ſee not ſo 
great difficultie in the matter. Foz 
why ſhoulde not God harden them, 
that are worthy to beeHardned, - by 
reaſon of their koꝛmer hardneſſe ? 
Why ſhould not God leade them in⸗ 
to perpetuall temptation, and giue 
them onerfo2 euer, that are woꝛthy 
to be led into perpetuall teinptation, 
and tobe giuen ouer foꝛ euer? Many 
man will lay, that it is Gods faulte, 
that he (oftneth not all men, let hym 
ew. that God firſt hard ned al men. 
4tall men firft hardned themſelves; 
what ſhall conſtraſge Him to make 
them ſofte »naine- If be wyll, he the- 
weth his mercie, ik he wyll not, bee 
eweth his righteouſneſſe , But 
Who ſhall compell him to ſhewe hys 
merci o here hee may ſhewe his tu- 
ſtice - Ikthen hee Harden, he doth iu⸗ 
My, if he ſoften, hee doth mercikullp. 
By tznowledge hereof, the godly — 
. aue 


haue thys p2ofif,that they (hall much 
moze haue in renerende admiration, 
the exteedyng great goodnes of God, 
when they ſhal conſider thathe vout⸗ 
ſafed fo take them into the number 
of thole, wheme of his mercye hee 
would loffen, where ol hys iuſtice hee 
myght haue hardned them fox euer. 
Thus J truſte , J haue ſhewed you 
iuſt cauſes why God hardneth ſome, 
and leadeth them into ſuche tempta⸗ 
tion, as bzyngeth wyth it euerlaſtyng 
deſtruction . Powbeit J denpe not, 
but that in many wozkes of God, bes 
foze we tan iudge rightly, we muſte 
tary, vntyll we maye ſee them gltogi⸗ 
ther and not by peeces. Foz there be 
many thyngs among Us here in this 
world; which we ſhould iudge pll fas 
n02ed;if we ſhoulde ſee but peeces of 
them, which being leene fogither,are 
moſte comely and beautiful. So x we 
wyll ſee the decent and comelp oꝛder 
of Gods doynges, we muſt tarye fyll 
wemaplee the whole bodye fogither, 
F. b. and 


and nofaleginone place, # an arme 
in another a mile off,and the head as 
karre diſtant.But wee may not paſſe 
thus from this matter. Foz there be 
lome ſentences ofthe Ccripture, that 
ſeeme to impugne our ſaying, and to 
teache partly that God tempteth no 
man, partlythat he tempteth no man 
to vtter deſtruction. . Touching the 
firſt, Saincte James ſaith, let no mã 
when heis tempted laye, that hee is 
tempted of God. Foz as God cannot 
be teinpted of euell, ſo he tempteth no 
man. But euerp man is tempted, 
while hee is dꝛawen away, and bays 
ted with hig owne luſt. Co tbis 1 
ſay, that Saincte James meaneth 
plainly, that God tempteth no man, 
as the authoure and wozker of linne 
in him. Foꝛ God cauſeth not euill in 
a mans hart, and then ſtirreth hym 
to comm: (tte that euil in acte, that he 
bath cauſed and wzought in Him:buf 
where as man is euillok himſelfe: 
thozough Adamg fall, and full one 
| ce 


tes „ by his owne cozrupfe nature. 
god ſtirreth him to vtter thoſe ſecrete 
ſoes, not that God made, but that 
mi had by coꝛr upting and poyſoning 
his nature, which God gt the begin⸗ 
ning made good. So it is true that 
God tempteth no man to euil, whiche 
hee hath not, but God maketh hym 
bfter the euill which he hath, and as 
it were, pulleth the ad der out ot his 
hole. And who can ſape that that is 
not well and iuſtlye doons? After this 
vnderſtanding J fake Saint James 
wo2ds: Foz I wyll not make hym to 
ſet his head, and to runne againſt the 
euident ſcriptures.Foz who hath not 
read theſe woꝛdes in the xxiiti. of the 
ſecond book of kings:Gods anger en- 
treated againſt Jſraell.andheſtirred 
vp Dauid againſt the,to ſay, go # nũ⸗ 
ber Iſraell. a Jehuda. Foꝛ by that act 
as it appereth. Dauid greatly « iuſtly 
offended god a bꝛoght a ſoꝛe plage vs 
pon himſelf # vpõ his people. Fo2 Das 
pid ſurely wold truſt in the — 
| 0 


that he ought to haue had in God on- 
iy. Therefoze the ſcripture laith, that 
God ſtirred him to number his peo⸗ 
ple, to make his naughty diſtruſt in 
God knowne, and to punich the peo⸗ 
ple. which had offended him with 
other linnes. Yowbeit God was not 
the authoꝛ and wozker of Dauidg 
diſtruſt, noꝛ ot the peoples ſinne, but 
moued Dauid to ſhewe foozth that, 
whereby al the woꝛld might ſee, that 
God tuſtlp. puniſhed hitn. Againe wee 
haue in the c ii. of the ſecond booke of 
kinges theſe wo2des: Beholde, ſaithe 
God, by the pꝛophet Rathen, to Da⸗ 
uid after he had committed abhomi⸗ 
nable adulterie, and flayne innocente 
Urie, I ſtirre vp euil vppon thee, out 
ofthine owne houſe, and J will take 
thy wiues in thy light, and deliuer 
them to thy neighboure, and hee ſhall 
lie with thy wiues in the ſighte of 


this ſunne Foz thou haſt wzought in 
ſetrete, but Þ will do this * 


ok his people, leauing the tonfidence 
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toe all Iſrael, cc. Nowe though it 
came to paſſe by gods oꝛdinante, that 
Abſolom laye openlye with Dauidgs 
wiues, yet it is plaine, d God wꝛought 
not in Ablotom that vile adulte rous 
min de. but vſed that naughty minde, 
that Ablolom had to puniſh Dantds 
ſhamful adulterie and murder. Toit? 
thing the ſeconde matter, that God 
tempteth no man to euerlaſting dam⸗ 
nation, ſome alleadge the Pꝛophet E- 
zechiel, where God ſaith : J wyll not 
the death ofa ſinner, but rather that 
he ſhall turne and liue. And Saint 
Paule to Tymothe: God wyl haue al 
men to be ſaued. : 

To thele ſeriptures, thts is myne 
anſwere. Where god ſatth in Ezechts 
el, that hee wul not the death of a ſin⸗ 
ner, wee muſt bnderſtande it ofthoſe 

fimers,whom he hath choſen befoze 
the beginning ofthe wozld tobe con⸗ 
nerted, and to line. Fo2 it is euident 
byS. Paule, that God hath ſome 
- vellels of wzath.ozdained to — 
ö ons 


tion, and therefoze he geneththem vp 
fo: euer to wallowe in their ſinnes. 
and in them puniſheth one ſin with 
another. At any man thinke it vniuſt, 
that God ſhoulde oꝛdaine ſome to des 
ſtruction, and puniſh ſinne with linne, 
let him ſhewe, that they were not 
woꝛthy to be oꝛdained to deſtruction, 
and to be ſo puniſhed. God then wyll 
not the life, and -conuerſion of thoſe, 
whom hee hath appointed to deſtruc- 
tion. Foꝛ then his wil ſhoulde bee a⸗ 
gainſt His ovone deeree, Wherefoze 
as J ſaid, we muſt vnderſtande, that 
e willeth the life, and conuerfion of 
them whom he hath appointed to fal- 


uation, and ot none other. Foꝛ when 


Sapnt Luke ſaycth, that as manye 
beleeued, as were appopnted to euer · 
laſtina life, he teacheth thereby, that 
the reſt which beleeued not, were ne⸗ 
uer appointed to euerlaſting like. And 
who tan ſape, that it is Gods wil to 
ſaue anye beſides his owne appoynt⸗ 
ment - It anp man wyl take thele 
| wozds, 
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woꝛdes, God willeth not the death of 
a ſinner, foꝛ God delighteth not ſims 
plye and abſolutely in the death of a 
lin ner but ſoꝛ a certapne reſpecte, the 
hebzue woꝛde, kaphets, which Ezechi⸗ 
el vleth is, ſhall fauoure a helpe they: 
bnderſtanding. J know indeed what 
manner of obiection ſome tauing vn⸗ 
learned ſpirits make againſt this vn⸗ 
derſtanding, but it may be aſſoone cõ⸗ 
futed as rehearſed. Foꝛ they ſaye,thof 
god willeth nothing, wherein he deli⸗ 
teth not. Foz wil, ſay they, being a po⸗ 
wer ofthe minde, which hath her kree 
wooꝛking in chooſing a deſiring,oz in 
refuſing and not willing, willeth no⸗ 
— — that wherein it delighteth. 
Chele lilly ſouls cannot make a diffe- 
rte betweene willing of a thing fox if 
ſelke, a willing ofa thing foꝛ a tettapne 
purpole, æ not foz it ſelfe. It their ſap- 
ing were true, men in a tempeſt might 
not caſt their goods into the ſea,fo2 las 
ning ot thetr owe lues, vnleſſe they 
delited in the lolle —

ged, vnles they delighted in their hã⸗ 
ging. and lo the firſt pooꝛe men ſhould 
be very noddies, and al Judges playn 
murtherers . Pea, ſo they alfirme 
that God could haueno wil that his 
Conne ſhoulde bee fozmented, vnleſſe 


he delighted in his toꝛment. And then 


they ſap, either, that Chꝛiſt was eru⸗ 
citted whether God would oꝛ no, and 
againſt His decreed will and oꝛdy⸗

fromGod and godlineſſe. Fog God a⸗ 
— rc men hath ſome who 
he wil laue. And this is nonewerpo- 
litton, though ue w me vle it. Foꝛ this 
is an old woꝛne, and wel knowenten⸗ 
tente. Diſtributio oſt, non pro ſingulis 
generum, fed pro generibus ſingulorum, 
quia de quahber conditione homipum ali, 
quos predeſtinauit ad vitam: Whiche 
woꝛds teach, that Gods wil is fo aps 
point to ite, and laue ſome ofeuerp 
foxt and condition, and not euerye one 
of al ſozts ans condittons. FF 
And ſurely it is meere madnes fo ſap, 
that GOD will ſaue moꝛe than hys 
Cſonne would pzay foz. The wozdes of 
his Honae whoſe will agreeth 
the fathers in al things are welfinos 
wen. I p2apnotfo2 the worlde.ſapeth 
he. but foz thoſe whomethou haſt ge⸗ 
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uen me Why if is not Gods wil tao 
ſane al, I know not fhozoughly:that 
it is not his will now: d know 
that whom ſoeuer he codemneth,; he 
tondemneth juſtly. And herein J aps 
peale to the conſcienteg of all me n. 
Foz no man liuing in the wozlde, can 
auoyde, but that he ſhal bee conſtray⸗ 
ned tograunt- , that there is in hym 
moſt iuſt matter. an moſt iuſt canſes 
or damnation. Foz all men are defiled 
with linne, and (inn was not in them 
by their creation, but they pulled it v⸗ 
von them a wꝛought it in the ſelues, 
Nanu an, their firſt ſtate. 
Do al men are wooꝛthy to be lekte in 
the puddle of the futhy ſinnes wheres 
in they haue willingiy dꝛowned thẽ⸗ 
telues, and in the ende to be damned. 
And ſo God is iuſt, it he giue them os 
"ner in this lite, to p wickednes,wher- 
.of the verycauſe and roote is in them 
flies, by their owne pzocuremente; 
and if he appoynt them to euerlaſting 
punichmente alter this like, whey 
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they haue iuſtlye deſerned 'thozong? 
their manikoulde hozible offences. 
Howe J wold tarie you no longer 
Caiing that as often as we-ſpeake of 
this matter, rude men ruche in, and 
think to roote vp all with their twi⸗ 
Fold ſnoutes- Foz ifif be ſo that God 
hathalredy fozeappointed whome he 
willſaue-, and whom hee wil con- 
'demne,then lap they, pꝛeachings and 
ex hoꝛtations b baine, and ſuperflu⸗ 
ous, and it ſnilleth not how men line. 
Foz the repzobate tan no way bela 
ned and the cholen can no way de dã⸗ 
ned. Herebnto the godly ſhall aun⸗ 
were, firſt that it is not ſuperfluous 
to pꝛeach to the repꝛobate, fo therby 
their damnation is made iuſter, and 
they are dꝛiuen farther krom al excuſe. 
And to the choſen it is right fruteful; 
Foz therby it pleaſeth God to awake 
their fleepie luggiſhnes.,@ to quick] 
their dul members. Foꝛ God wozketh 
two wapes in them, by his ſpirtte 
within, and by his word 1 2 
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"bis lpirite hee lighteneth their darke 
minds and new cameththeircroked 
harts. E y his woꝛd he ſpurreth them 
fozwarde, and inflameth them ta de⸗ 
lire, and to ſecke newnt de of lile. I 
then God will vſe his woꝛd as an in⸗ 
ſtrument when he wil theme the pt 
cacie, # mighty working ol his hand, 
with what face can any inan ſap, that 
pꝛeaching is ſuperfluous: to the cho⸗ 
ſen > JFGOD will tþat way pꝛepare 
them to his farther womking in the, 
ſhall any man ſoꝛbidde bim ta vſe the 
meanethat ſemeth good to hum! Se⸗ 
condiye odere they fape, that it (hall 
not ld ill had men liue, wee will ow 
them to vnderſtande, that the repz 
bate,thozough their wicked life, ae and 
heaping affinne vppon ſinne. make 
they: damnation and tozmente moxe 
grienonus. And as fog the ehoſen, they 
udy not indeed to liue wel, that they 
may whine beanen;but they ſtudye to 
Mur well, becanſe heauen is alreadye 
3 em⸗ 
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them ſelues Goddes Childzen if 
rough good wozhes but becauſe they 
ber Goddes Chyldzen thereloze they 
woogke well. ſap not becauſe 
we are alreadyſaued,wee will doe no 
good wooꝛkes, but they ſaye, becaule 
wee are ſaued therefoze wee wyll ſtu⸗ 
die to doe good wootkes,and to ſhew 
our ſelues thanketull to him, who of 
his onely mercieHathſaned vs. 

Fo2 they know that they are ap⸗ 
poynted fo Goddes kingdoms, and 
ſaued fo this end, that they ſhoulde 
nlozifye theyʒ heauenlye Father tho⸗ 
rough good wozkes , and be fachio⸗ 


ned alter the image of his ſonne, and 
not to wallowe them ſelues in filthye 
luſtes, but to liue in puritie, and holp⸗ 
neſſe befoze GOD . theyz Sauyour, 
who reneweth, and refo2meth al thoſe 
with his holy Spirit, whom he hath 
fozeoꝛdapned to eniope his kingdome 
euerlaſtinglp. |
